Barley for Choice Bacon 


Bacon which is relished by the 
British consumer ean only come from 
the right kind of hogs fed in the 
right way, That consumer happens 
to be Canada’s best customer for this 
commodity. No matter how ideal the 
type may be, a hog will not yield 
food bacon unless it receives the right 
kind of feed. Which of the common 
grains is the best feed for bacon hogs 
has been the subject of a series of 
interesting tests conducted by Dr 
E. W. Crampton, animal nutrition 
expert at Macdonald College, Quebec. 
‘The work was carried on under the 
fuspices of the National Barley and 
Flax Committee. Western grains 
were used in the experiments. His 
first test was designed to determine 
the relative feeding values of barley, 
oats and corn. Barley was shown 
to be definitely superior to either 
oats or corn, whether rate of gain, 
efficiency of feed or carcass quality 
Were measured. Oats resulted in 
slower gains and unfinished carcasses. 
Corn fed hogs were consistently 
degraded because the carcasses were 
oily, soft, and overfinished. 

The next test was made to com 
pare the feeding values of barley and 
wheat. This was suggested by the 
Barley Committee because of the 
surplus of wheat and the rapidly 
expanding swine industry in the 
prairie provinces. The results of 
this test showed that barley fed 
hogs yielded more suitable carcasses, 
but those getting wheat. made faster 
gains, These results would suggest 
that wheat and barley should make 
an ideal combination to secure maxi- 
mum efficiency of feeding, and at 
the same time obtain high quality. 
This is precisely what Dr. Crampton 
proposes to study in a test now in 
progress. 

In the meantime, farmers are being 
urged to grow more barley to feed 
more hogs, which are needed in 
Canada’s expanding war program.—

Very severe penalties will be imposed for any infractions of the new regulations. 
The tire dealers of Canada are co-operating with the Government in the efficient 
operation of the order, and in its enforcement. It is their patriotic duty to repair 
and legally resell all usable tires in their possession, and turn over at once to the 
nearest salvage agency any scrap rubber they have on hand or receive in the future, 
including all tires and tubes no longer serviceable. 


Every person, whether a dealer or not, must report by May 31 to the Tire 
Rationing Representative at his nearest Wartime Prices and Trade Board office, 
all tires and tubes in his possession on May 15, which are not scrap, and which 
are not on the running wheels and one spare rim of each vehicle he owns,
